Between the inevitable complications of writing the college entrance exams and the 
utter turmoil of writing state board exams, we find in total frustration a curious creature 
called a student nurse. Student nurses come in assorted sizes, weights and colors, but all 
student nurses have the same simple creed: to subtly avoid any person who looks like they 
have authority; to compose her face in such a manner as to appear raptured in morning 
report; to memorize medical lingo well enough to sound like she knows what she’s talking 
about, and to protect with a few well-chosen words (her only weapon) when any invin- 
ible troy envokes on any of her womanly rights. 


Student nurses are found everywhere, measuring from, pouring into, explaining to, 
asking for, laughing about and sympathizing with. 


Mothers love them, fathers fear them, interns ignore them, boy-friends adore them, 
and Heaven protects them. A student is a beauty in a stiffly starched apron, sincerity with 
a smile on her lips, wisdom tucked in a white peaked cap, kindness with the smell of baby 
lotion on her fingertips, integrity with the strength of Charles Atlas, and the hope of the 
future with a “D” slip in Pharmacology. When you want her for a conference, she’s on 
her way to get Mr. Finch an extra pat of butter; when you ask her what effect Ammonium 
Chloride had on mucous membrane, she’s sure she knows but she’d just like to check the 
Physicians Desk Reference, please; and when you're on your way to coffee break, she needs 
you desperately because Mr. Kline refuses to be ambulated like his post-op orders say 
he should. 


A student nurse is a composite—she has the appetite of a horse, the indigestion of a 
sword swallower, the energy of a pocket-size atom bomb, the curiosity of a cat, the lungs 
of a dictator, the imagination of Alice in Wonderland, the shyness of a violet, the audacity 
of a steel trap, the enthusiasm of a poker game, and when she makes a mistake, she’s sure 
just everyone knows about it. 


She likes ice cream, crinolines, vacations, shopping sprees, singing, gossip, pizza pie, 
movies, Rock Hudson, Cadillacs, nail polish, and hope chests. . She’s not much for washing 
dishes, riding buses, alarm clocks, writing nursing care cards, girdles, or eating fried chicken 
with a knife and fork. 


Nobody else is so early to rise or so late to supper. Nobody else gets so much fun 
out of watching a non-smoker on her first Viceroy, drawing caricatures of her instructors 
or of preparing Mrs. Chase for the undertaker. No one else can cram into one uniform 
pocket a pad of paper, six safety pins, a half a pack of peppermint life savers, eight medi- 
cine tickets, a tube of lipstick, three crumpled cigarettes, thirty-two cents in loose change, 
a roll of adhesive tape and a catheter clamp. 


A student nurse is a wonderous creature; you can lock her out of your private files, 
but you can’t lock her out of your heart; you can keep her out of your private life, but you 
can’t keep her out of your mind. Might as well give up. She’s your image—a wavy-haired, 
pink-cheeked, ever-changing bundle of hungry energy packed in a jabbering, sometimes 
intelligent mass of protoplasm. But when teaching begins to seem like a thankless task 
and life becomes a sucession of routine activities, she can fill you with the pride and joy 
of a new mother with a few magic words—"I did what you tofd me and it worked.”

MRS. F. KIRKPATRICK 


Since the establishment of St. Joseph’s School of Nursing in 1909, a number of in- 
teresting aspects of our school has occurred through the years. In the earlier years of the 
school, entering students were expected to complete a six months probationary period 
which consisted mainly of serving food trays and cleaning utility rooms. Working hours 
started at seven in the morning and ended at seven that evening. They were given two 
hours off in the afternoon. One of the hours was spent in class and the other was spent 
as the student chose. On Sundays, four hours of free time were available to the student. 


Subjects taught were similar to those taught today; including anatomy, physiology, 
materia medica, obstetrics and surgical nursing. Doctor’s lectures were held in the eve- 
ning, to which students from St. Luke’s also attended. 


The probationers uniforms were blue with a full white apron without a bib. The 
students uniforms were pink and white stripe with a white apron and bib, a stiff rolled 
collar and long stiff detachable cuffs with three buttons. High laced shoes were worn 
with white cotton hose. 


Students were expected to carry their own instruments which included a hypodermic 
set, forceps, scissors, and thermometer. Each student gave their own hypos and were re- 
sponsible for the total care of the patient. 


Students were paid eight dollars per month after a probationary six months, ten 
dollars after they received their caps and twelve dollars when they entered their senior 
year. 


In closing, the yearbook staff hopes you have enjoyed reading some of the interesting 
aspects of our School of Nursing that have happened through the years.

Rev. Father, Sisters, Faculty, Parents, and Friends; 


It has been said that “Ideals are like the stars, we never 
reach them, but like the mariner on the sea, we chart our 
courses by them.” Nursing as we conceive it today has 
always been closely identified with Christian ideals. It was 
the spirit of brotherly love which caused the first Christians 
to care for the needs of their fellowmen. To the leaders 
in the nursing profession are entrusted the ideals, the stand- 
ards, and the spirit of a profession that came into being with 
the advent of Christianity, for it was Christ who first 
taught us to care for our neighbor and instilled in us the 
Cl Sparkes G) Sellards. first principles of brotherly love. Through the years nursing 

ideals and standards have progressed, but the spirit of nursing 
has remained basically the same. Tonight, on behalf of 
the graduating class of 1962, I shall try to interpret to you 
our feelings and our spirit, past present and future. 





This spirit is an intangible thing, and yet it is very vivid and real. It is a set of 
principles, a togetherness, a common bond among us. It is a way of doing things, a way 
of thinking, of working, and of laughing. Three years ago we did not possess this spirit. 
It has evolved within each of us as individuals, and among all of us as one. This spirit 
has developed out of a growing awareness of our personalities as they have become 
sturdy and unique, and of our philosophies as they have become fuller and more mature. 


As freshmen we were thrilled and eager about pursuing our chosen profession, and 
the excitement and enthusiasm of the moment concealed for a brief while what the future 
really had in store for us. We soon discovered that our motivations for entering nursing 
would play a very important part in whether or not we succeeded in reaching our goal. 
For most’of us, this was a life-long dream that was finally becoming a reality. It was 
fulfilling an inward need to be of service. Others thought nursing to provide security, 
prestige, glamour, and even romance. All of these are entirely possible, however, by them- 
selves they are very unrealistic approaches to a very realistic career. It did not take us 
long to discover nursing is very demanding. It requires a certain degree of intelligence, 
a well-balanced personality, arduous work, responsibility, and above all, a genuine interest 
in human beings of all classes and kinds. A gift of understanding human nature in its 
varied moods is essential. A good nurse must have a good sense of humor and the 
ability to be tactful, resourceful, and always adaptable. At the same time the nurse must 
be cheerful, tender, patient, uncomplaining, and highly efficient. Qualifications such as 
these are enough to stagger even the strongest among us! We were faced with the skills 
and techniques of nursing and the volume of knowledge to be learned, and the task before 
us seemed almost unsurmountable. However, the skills and techniques were conquered, 
and the knowledge to be obtained was found to be challenging and unending. There were 
moments when it would have been very easy to lose sight of our objective and choose 
a lesser goal, but with our strong determination, our sense of purpose, and our faith in 
God, we were able to surmount all difficulties. It goes almost without saying that our 
preparation has been rather difficult, but we realize now that worthwhile things are 
never attained easily. We found all this to be the basis of our profession, and because of 
it Our spirit has developed and our endeavors have become meaningful. 


The profession of nursing is one of perpetual readjustment, mentally, physically, and 
emotionally. With a firm basis established, we have found it necessary to examine and 
analyze ourselves to know the self, in order to begin to understand others. We began 
to recognize our weaknesses and limitations, our assets and capabilities. We grew to

THE CHILDREN’S CLINIC 


THROUGH THE YEARS 


In 1934 the Children’s Orthopedic Clinic was organized under the 
auspices of the Sisters of St. Joseph’s Hospital, the Medical Society, and the 
Whatcom County Orthopedic Association. Equipment and space were pro- 
vided by the Sisters, time and services donated by the Doctors, and funds raised 
to pay for the services by the women of the Whatcom County Orthopedic 
Association. Nearing its third decade the Clinic has been of service to overt 
3200 children. These services consisted of a diagnostic out-patient Clinic— 
inpatient treatment, special school for physically handicapped children, Occu- 
pational and Physical Therapy. It was the first combined therapeutic and 
educational service in the state of Washington until 1942. 


To name a few—the cases have been many and varied, such as congeni- 
tal deformities of the bones, residual polio, osteomelitis and tuberculosis of 
the bones, cleft lips and palates, cerebral palsy, muscular dystrophy, allergies, 
burns, etc. The Clinic serves the children of our community whose parents 
cannot afford the services of a private physician or the sometimes lengthy 
and costly hospitalization and treatment required.

The rewarding experiences of soothing a fright- 
ened, sick child, helping rehabilitate the crippled, giving support and encouragement to 
the chronically ill, helping prevent disease, or perhaps being the only link between dark- 
ness and light for the mentally ill. . . these things and many more have become a part of 
us, and thus a part of our spirit. We have discovered through experience that service 
is the key word and inward gratitude the only real reward. 


As we leave the protection of our hospital to stand upon our own feet, we are aware 
of our responsibilities to maintain the high ideals of our profession. Tonight we are 
proud because we have achieved our goal, and yet we are humble because we realize we 
are only beginners in our profession. We are happy because we will soon be independent 
and eagerly approach the future with great expectations, but we are also sad because we 
are leaving behind us things that will remain only in memories. We shall always be in- 
debted to our parents and families for their love, encouragement and support, and grate- 
fully acknowledge the many doctors, sisters, and other professional people who have so 
generously given of themselves on our behalf. 


We have chosen a profession that we will be called upon to practice during our whole 
lifetime, in one capacity or another. Many will marry and have families and will fulfill 
their obligations as mothers and wives with more ease and skill because of their profes- 
sional background. Many will reach out and strive for better health conditions in their 
communities. Others will take up various kinds of work according to their ability and 
experience. Whatever our endeavors may be, it is our prayer that we will continue to 
labour as students for that content of education that will insure that each of us will be 
prepared to render a most effective and far reaching service. In giving the best of our- 
selves to nursing, we will be making a sound investment. Feelings of inadequacy are 
apparent to us now, but we realize that experience, which may be had only by the earning, 
will bring about in time that perfect gift of understanding which belongs to no one race, 
or class, or school of training, but which is the mark of a real nurse. 


Tonight we renew our nurses’ pledge, meaningful to us because of the spirit and 
work of Florence Nightingale, who was often referred to as the “lady with the lamp.” It is 
now our privilege to lift this lamp of hope and faith and courage in our profession to heights 
not known to her in her time. We cannot sit back and wait for nursing to prove itself 
worthy of our efforts. We must start humbly, endure greatly, and sacrifice much. 
Through concentrated efforts those before us have laid a firm foundation on which for us 
to build. As the women of the past conceived and carried out this reformation in nursing, 
surely even greater results will be achieved by the women of today with the help of 
scientific knowledge, vision, imagination, and a deepening sense of social responsibility. 


This is the spirit of nursing as we have found it. It is our prayer that we may grow 
in faith, in knowledge, and in understanding in order to achieve the wisdom necessary 
to fulfill our role as professional nurses and as citizens.
